SINCE A CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION WAS HELD IN 1929 
FOLLOWED BY A JLITH ANNIVERSARY HOMECOMING IN 
1940, THE NATURAL QUESTION ARISING WHEN THE 125TH 
ANNIVERSARY FOR 1963 WAS ANNOUNCED WAS=~"'WHY 
THE DISCREPANCY IN DATES? SHOULDN'T THiS BE THE 
134TH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION?” WE FEEL THAT 
THIS HISTORY SHOULD CLARIFY THE QUESTION. LED BY 
ALPHEUS KIES, THE FIRST SETTLERS DID ARRIVE IN 
1829, BUT IT WAS NOT UNTIL. 1838, ACCORDING TO STATE 
RECORDS, THAT CLINTON WAS FIRST INCORPORATED AS 
A VILLAGE. THE LENAWEE COUNTY ATLAS PUBLISHED 
In 1874 STATES THAT CLINTON WAS INCORPORATED IN 
1869. THIS IS MISLEADING. CLINTON, ACCORDING TO 
STATE RECORDS, WAS RE-INCORPORATED IN 1879, AND 
THIS DATE OF RE-INCORPORATION APPEARS ON THE OFFIC~

Early Days- 

THE FIRST WHITE MAN TO COME TO 
THE PART OF MICHIGAN NOW CALLED 
CLINTON WAS JOHN TYRRELL, WHO oy 
CAME AS AN EXPLORER IN 1825 AND y, 

Took uP 400 ACRES OF LAND FROM se 
THE GOVERNMENT, INCLUDING WHAT ‘ ‘John Tyrrell’’ 


-1S NOW THE SOUTHERN SECTION OF 


THE VILLAGE. HE MADE NO PERMANENT SETTLEMENT Ai 
THIS TIME, BUT RETURNED TO VERMONT, COMING BACK 
IN 1831. 

THE FIRST PERMANENT SETTLER WAS ALPHEUS KIES, 


WHO CAME WITH HIS FAMILY IN 1829 AND BUILT A LOG 
CABIN AT THE CORNER WHERE THE CLINTON HOTEL. NOW 


STANDS. THESE FIRST BEGINNINGS WERE ON THE GREAT 
SAUK TRAIL AT A SPOT KNOWN TO THE INDIANS AS OAK 


THIRD=-TO REVIVE MEMORIES IN OUR OWN HEARTS, IN 
ORDER TO GAINNEW INFORMATION AND INSPIRATION FROM 
FORMER TIMES, 


SOME SLIGHT DISCREPANCY IN THE ACCOUNTS GIVEN 
IS NOT STRANGE (EVEN THE GOSPELS ARE NOT EXACTLY 
ALIKE). ENOUGH THAT THE ACCOUNTS ARE GENERALLY 
SIMILAR AND AS NEARLY ACCURATE AS CAN BE REASON- 
ABLY EXPECTED WHEN RETOLD AFTER A LAPSE OF 125 
YEARS, 


OPENING, SO NAMED ON ACCOUNT OF A NATURAL OPEN= 
ING IN THE FOREST SURROUNDED BY OAK TREES, 

COLONEL HIXON AND HIS WIFE CAME IN 1829 AND 
LIVED IN ALOG HOUSE (BUILT BY HIS FATHER, DANIEL 
HIXON, WHO HAD BEEN HERE BEFORE HIM) ON THE LAND 
NOW KNOWN AS THE JAMES HALLADAY FARM. THE LOG 
HOUSE WAS LATER REPLACED BY A FRAME STRUCTURE, 
WHICH IS STILL STANDING. MRS. HIXON LIVED TO THE 
AGE oF 104, 

THAT SAME YEAR, GEORGE LAZELL ARRIVED IN THE 
VICINITY OF CLINTON LATE ONE EVENING AND SAW NO 
SIGNS OF LIFE-“SO HE STOOD ON AHIGH STUMP AND 
CALLED AS LOUDLY AS HE COULD, HIS CRIES WERE HEARD 
BY COLONEL HIXON, WHO LED HIM IN THE RIGHT DIREC- 
TION BY MEANS OF A LIGHTED CANDLE ON A LONG POLE. 
GEORGE LAZELL BECAME THE FIRST SCHOOL TEACHER 
(ANOTHER SOURCE GIVES THIS DISTINCTION TO DR, 
ADAMS) AND HIS MARRIAGE WAS ONE OF THE FIRST IN 
CLINTON, LINN WEAVER IS THE GREAT-GRANDSON OF 
GEORGE LAZELL. 

E,W. FREEZE, AN EARLY RESIDENT, EXPLAINED HOW 
CLINTON GOT ITS NAME AS FOLLOWS: THIS NEWLY SET= 
TLED COMMUNITY HAD BEEN CALLED "OAK OPENING”; 
BUT NEVER WAS THE NAME DISCUSSED OR PASSED UPON 
BY ANY GROUP UNTIL ONE DAYWHEN THREE OF THE EAR@ 
LIEST SETTLERS, ALPHEUS KIES, COLONEL DANIEL 
HIXON, AND GEORGE LAZELLE MET ON THE HIXON PROP- 
ERTY, NORTH OF TOWN, WHERE SOME CHOPPING AND 
CLEARING OF LAND WAS IN PROGRESS, AS THEY SAT ON 
A LOG VISITING, THE TOPIC OF A DIFFERENT NAME FOR 
THE SETTLEMENT ENTERED THE CONVERSATION, AND ONE 
OF THE MEN SUGGESTED THAT EACH ONE WRITE OUT HIS 
CHOICE OF A NAME. PICKING UP SOME CLEAN WHITE OAK 
CHIPS FROM THE GROUND THEY CARRIED OUT THE SUG~ 


GESTION. THE RESULT SHOWED THAT TWO OF THE THREE 
VOTERS DESIRED THE NAME OF CLINTON IN HONOR OF 
GENERAL DE WITT CLINTON, WHO WAS THEN GOVENOR 
OF NEW YORK STATE. 

THIS REVERENCE AND LOYALTY FOR THEIR NEW YORK 
HOME AND IT'S FAVORITE SON WAS CARRIED INTO OUR 
COMMUNITY AS A PERPETUAL TRIBUTE. THIRTY OTHER 
TOWNS HAVE BEEN NAMED CLINTON IN THE UNITED 
STATES, 


ANOTHER OF THE PIONEER FAMILIES WHO CAME IN 
1830 WAS THAT OF BENJAMIN GIBFORD FISK AND HIS 
WIFE LYDIA, THE STORY GOES THAT WHEN THEY ARRIV- 
ED THEIR WORLDLY POSSESSIONS CONSISTED OF $1.50 
IN MONEY, SOME HANDWOVEN CLOTH, A BRAND NEW RAG 
CARPET, AND FIVE SMALL SONS, THE RAG CARPET WAS 
THE FIRST IN TOWN AND MRs., FISK PRIZED IT GREATLY. 
THEY NEEDED FOOD, CLOTHES, ANDSHELTER, HOWEVER, 
SO SHE SOLD IT TO MRs, KIES. MRS. FISK WAS PRE- 
SENT AT THE BIRTH OF HENRIETTA HIXON, THE FIRST 
WHITE CHILD BORN IN THE VILLAGE. WHEN SHE WAS 
DRESSING THE BABY SHE GLANCED UP AT THE WINDOW 
AND EVERY PANE WAS FILLED WITH INDIAN FACES. THEY 
WERE LAUGHING, DANCING, AND HAVING ALL SORTS OF 
FUN AT THE FUSS THE PALE FACE WAS MAKING OVER THE 
NEW BABE, THEY ASKEDTO COME IN, AND, FEARING TO 
OFFEND, MRS, FISK INVITED THEM TO COME IN. THEY 
CROWDED AROUND THE INFANT, ADMIRED IT AND SEEMED 
TO HOLD A COUNCIL OVER IT, MADE A POLITE BOW TO 
MRS. FISK, AND DEPARTED, 


DURING THE YEAR 1832, MR. FISK WORKED HARD TO 
LAY OUT THE OLD CEMETERY (NEAR THE WATER TOWER). 
SHORTLY AFTER, HE WAS TAKEN ILL AND DIED, ONE OF 
THE FIVE SONS, CLINTON FISK, WAS THE GENERAL 
FISK, OF CIVIL WAR FAME AND CO-FOUNDER OF FISK 
UNIVERSITY IN NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE, HE ALSO RAN 
FOR PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES ON THE PRO- 
HIBITION TICKET. 


IN 1835, ALONZO CLARK AND HIS BROTHER ARRIVED, 
MR, CLARK ESTABLISHED A HARDWARE STORE AND LATER 


ENTERED INTO PARTNERSHIP WITH EDWIN FREESE IN THE, | 
DRY GOOD BUSINESS, IN 1872, THEY BUILD THE BUILDING | 
NOW OCCUPIED BY STEFFANS DRUG STORE. MR, CLARK. | 


ALSO ERECTED THE CLINTON HOTEL AND THE BUILDING 
ADJOINING. HE OPENED THE FIRST BANK AFTER "WILD 
CAT" BANKING WAS FORCED OUT OF BUSINESS. 


IN 1833, CLINTON, ALTHOUGH VERY YOUNG CELEBRATED 
THE FOURTH OF JULY IN THE SAME HILARIOUS MANNER 
THAT WE DONOW. BUT A CANNON WHICH THEY WERE FIR- 
ING WAS OVERLOADED AND BURST, INJURING A MAN, 
IT WAS NECESSARY TO AMPUTATE HIS ARMS, AND SINCE 
THERE WERE NO SURGICAL INSTRUMENTS, IT WAS DONE 
WITH A COUPLE OF KNIVES AND A MEAT SAW. 


THERE HAVE BEEN MANY REFERENCES AS TO WHERE 
THE FIRST SCHOOL WAS ESTABLISHED, SUFFICE IT TO 
SAY, THAT THE EARLY SETTLERS SAW FIT TO HAVE A 
SCHOOL AND WHICH ONE CAME FIRST WE ARE NOT HERE 
TO ARGUE. 2 


Union High School 


WHEN JOHN TYRRELL. RETURNED IN 1831 FROM VERMONT, 
HE BROUGHT WITH HIM MR. AND MRS. THADDEUS CLARK. 
MR, CLARK AND MR, TYRRELL HAD FORMERLY WORKED 
ON THE BUILDING OF THE ERIE CANAL. MR, CLARK BUILT 
ALOG CABIN ON THE SITE WHERE MRS, HAZEL BARNARD’S 
HOME NOW STANDS, LATER THAT WAS TORN DOWN ANDHE 
ERECTED THE PRESENT HOUSE. AT THE BACK HE BUILT 
ABLACKSMITH SHOP, AND TWO OF THE STEPPINGSTONES 
LEADING FROM THE HOUSE TO THE SHOP ARE STILL TO BE 
SEEN IN THE BACK YARD, 


Hoofs on the Trail 


CONGRESS AUTHORIZED A SURVEY, THE OBJECT BEING 
TO TURN THE SAUK INDIAN TRAIL. INTO A TURNPIKE, THE 
COMMISSIONERS RODE TO THE TOP OF THE HIGHEST HILL 
AND BLEW A HORN TO GUIDE THE SURVEYOR IN THE DIR- 
ECTION IN WHICH HE WAS TO RUN A LINE. THERE WERE 

"DELAYS, HOWEVER. AN INDIAN SCARE CONNECTED WITH 
THE BLACK HAWK UPRISING AND AN EPIDEMIC OF ASIATIC 
CHOLERA TOOK THE LIVES OF MANY MICHIGAN SETTLERS. 
BEFORE THE COMPLETED TURNPIKE, A STAGELINE OPER- 
ATEDFROM DETROIT TO TECUMSEH AND LATER EXTENDED 
WEST TO NILES (1832) AND CHIcAGo (1833) . THE JOURNEY 
FROM DETROIT TO CHICAGO TOOK EIGHT DAYS. THE HIGH= 
WAY U.S. 12 ON WHICHCLINTONIS SITUATED, IS COM- 
MONLY KNOWN AS A MILITARY ROAD AND IT FOLLOWS 
RATHER EXACTLY THE ROUTE ACROSS MICHIGAN OF THE 
HISTORIC AND PRE-HISTORIC INDIANS, KNOWN AS THE 
GREAT SAUK TRAIL . 


IN 1825, CONGRESS APPROPRIATED $3000.00 To HAVE 
THE ROAD SURVEYED AND TWO YEARS LATER, AN ADDIT~- 
IONAL, $20,000.00 For ITS CONSTRUCTION, ONE OF ITS 
SURVEYORS WAS MUSGROVE EVANS, A PHILADELPHIA 
QUAKER AND A CIVIL ENGINEER, WHO HAD COME TO MICH- 
IGAN TERRITORY IN 1824, AS ONE OF THE THREE MEN WHO 
MADE UP THE "TECUMSEH COMPANY’, FOUNDERS OF THE 
SETTLEMENT OF THAT NAME. HE WAS ALSO PASSIONA~ 
TELY DEVOTED TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF THAT SETTLE- 
MENT AND OF LENAWEE COUNTY, OF WHICH IT WAS 
THEN THE COUNTY SEAT.

ON ITS ORIGINAL COURSE, THE SAUK TRAIL FORDED 
THE RAISIN RIVER ABOUT.FOUR MILES FARTHER NORTH 


THAN ITS PRESENT CROSSING IN WHAT WAS EVEN THEN, 
WASHTENAW COUNTY. EVANS KNEW THAT WHERE SUCH 
AN IMPORTANT ROAD CROSSED A RIVER THERE WOULD 
INEVITABLY BE A TOWN. HE WANTED THAT TOWN FOR 
LENAWEE. AS THIS WAS TO BE A MILITARY ROAD, IT 
WAS UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT 
AND THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF AT THAT TIME WAS AN- 
OTHER PHILADELPHIA QUAKER, GENERAL JACOB BROWN, 
WHO WAS ALSO A BROTHER-IN-LAW OF EVANS. 

SO, STRAIGHT TO WASHINGTON AND BROTHER JACOB, 
EVANS SENT A REQUEST TO BE ALLOWED TO"'TAKE A BIG 
BEND OUT OF THE TRAIL”. AS HE WAS THE"’MAN ON THE 
Jos"’ AND PRESUMABLY KNEW WHAT HE WAS ASKING, HIS 
REQUEST WAS GRANTED. SO, STARTING A FEW MILES EAST 
ON THE TRAIL, EVANS RANA VEW LINE, AND POSSIBLY A 
BETTER ONE, FARTHER SOUTH. 

THUS, WHEN THE TOWN OF CLINTON WAS BORN, WHERE 
THE TRAIL AND RIVER CROSSED, THAT TOWN WAS A PART 
OF LENAWEE COUNTY, THANKS TO THE POLITICAL ACUMEN 
OF A GOOD QUAKER,

THE CLINTON INN WAS ONE OF THE FIRST ROADSIDE 
HOTELS BUILT TO ACCOMODATE TRAVELERS BETWEEN DE- 
TROIT AND CHICAGO, RECORDS OF THE LAND ON WHICH 
THE INN STOOD GO BACK To 1823. JUST WHEN THE INN 
WAS BUILT IS NOT KNOWN, BUT THE DATE IS BELIEVED 
TOBE 1830. PRESUMABLY BUILT BY CALVIN PARKHURST, 
IT WAS AFTERWARDS OWNED BY JAMES PARK AND KNOWN 
AS THE PARK TAVERN. LATER IT WAS CALLED "THE 
EAGLE" UNTIL THE CIVIL WAR, WHEN THE NAME WAS 
CHANGED TO"'UNION HOTEL". DURING THE WAR, IT WAS 
THE STOPPING PLACE FOR MANY OF THE UNION SOLDIERS 
ON THEIR WAY TO AND FROM THE FRONT. BUILT ON THE 
DAYS WHEN WOOD WAS CHEAP AND LABOR AT APREMIUM, 
MUCH VALUABLE TIMBER WAS USED IN IT'S CONSTRUC- 
TION, THE SQUARE FRONT PILLARS SUPPORTING THE 
SECOND STORY VERANDS WERE OF SOLID BLACK WALNUT. 
A LARGE PART OF THE INTERIOR WAS ALSO FINISHED IN 
BLACK WALNUT.

IT IS RELATED THAT ONE BRIGHT MORNING THE STAGE 
LEFT CLINTON FOR THE WEST LOADED WITH PASSENGERS, 
THE ROAD WAS EXCEPTIONALLY MUDDY SO THAT THE HEAVY 
VEHICLY SUCCEEDED IN REACHINGA POINT ONLY ABOUT A 
MILE FROM THE VILLAGE, THE PASSENGERS WALKED BACK 
TO THE INN AND EARLY NEXT MORNING RETURNED TO THE 
PARTLY SUBMERGED STAGECOACH, DURING THE SECOND 
DAY IT REACHED A POINT THREE MILES FROM THE VILLAGE 
AND AGAIN THE PASSENGERS WALKED BACK TO CLINTON 
TO SPEND THE NIGHT. THE NEXT DAY THE STAGECOACH 
MUST HAVE REACHED ANOTHER TAVERN FORTHE PASSEN= 
GERS DID NOT RETURN, 


AT THE INN, SUPPER WAS SERVEDUP TO MIDNIGHT AND 
BREAKFAST WAS SERVED AS EARLY ASTHREE IN THE MORN= 
ING. ROOMS WERE FILLED TO CAPACITY EVERY NIGHT, 
TRAVELERS SOMETIMES SLEEPING ON THE FLOOR IN THE 
OFFICE AND UNDER WAGONS IN THE YARD, EVEN THE LONG 
BALLROOM UPSTAIRS WAS FILLED WITH BEDS WHEN THE 
INN WAS CROWDED, IF A REGISTERHAD BEEN KEPT IN THE 
PROSPEROUS DAYS OF THE INN, ON IT WOULDHAVE BEEN 
WRITTEN NAMES OF SOME OF THE BEST KNOWN LEADERS 
OF-THE PERIOD, PRESIDENT JAMES PoLkK, DANIEL WEB- 
STER, AND JAMES FENIMORE COOPER ARE REPORTED TO 
HAVE VISITED THE INN, 


THE BALLROOM WAS SO CONSTRUCTED THAT THE FLOOR 
HAD A SLIGHT SPRING TO IT, FOR THIS REASON DANCERS 
EXPERIENCED ADELIGHTFUL SENSE OF EXHILARATION AS 
THEY GLIDED OVER ITS SMOOTH SURFACE, AND IT SEEMED 
AS IF THEY NEVER GREW TIRED, THE LAST BIG DANCE 


AT THIS HOTEL WAS A LEAP YEAR BALL HELD IN 1876. 
THIS WAS THE SAME YEAR THE TOWN HALL WAS BUILT 
AND DANCES FROM THEN ON WERE HELD THERE. 


To THE EAGLE ONE DAY IN 1833 CAME MR, AND MRS. 
EDWARD MUIR. THEY HAD LEFT THEIR OLD HOME IN 
NEw YORK ANDWERE SEEKINGA NEW ONE IN THE MICH- 


IGAN WILDERNESS. WITH THEM WERE LITTLE MARY — 


ANN MUIR, AGE NINE, AND HER BROTHER, AGE TEN, 
MarY ANN MUIR GREW TO WOMANHOOD AND MARRIED 
WALTER HUBBELL SMITH WHOLATER BECAME THE PROP- 
RIETOR OF THE INN, TO THEM WAS BORN A DAUGHTER, 
MARY ELLA SMITH, WHO CONTINUED TO OCCUPY THE INN 


UNTIL SHE SOLD IT TO HENRY FORD, IN 1927. HE MOVED 


IT TO DEARBORN AT GREENFIELD VILLAGE, THE RESTOR-

Pioneer Settlers 


FROM 1833-36, THE POPULATION IN CLINTON GREATLY 
INCREASED, By 1836, THERE WERE TEN GENERAL STORES 
ALL. DOING A GOOD BUSINESS, EACH SELLING LIQUOR; SEV- 
ERAL BLACKSMITH SHOPS AND THE HARDWARE STORE WAS 
ERECTED THAT YEAR BY EDWIN SMITH AND JIRA PAYNE 
TO REPLACE AN EARLIER ONE, 

in 1836, EpwIn SMITH CONTRACTED TO HAVE ABUILD- 
ING ERECTED ON THE RAISIN RIVER, WHICH IS NOW THE 
ATLAS FEED AND GRAIN COMPANY, THE LAND WAS PUR- 
CHASED FROM JOHN TYRRELL ANDWAS PART OF THE 400 
ACRES THAT HE TOOK UP FROM THE GOVERNMENT IN 1825.

THE BRICKS USED TO BUILD IT WERE MADE ON "THE 
COMMON". THE BRICK FLOOR IN THE BASEMENT IS THE 
ORIGINAL FLOORING. THERE ARE FOUR PILLARS IN FRONT, 
Two DorIc, AND Two IONIC, OF HAND=HEWN WOOD CUT 
FROM WHITEWOOD TREES AT THE BACK OF THE LOT. THEY 
MUST HAVE BEEN EXCEPTIONALLY LARGE TREES, FOR 
EACH PILLAR IS FULL LENGTH FROM THE BASE TO THE 
CAPITAL AND VERY THICK. 

JIRA PAYNE'S CONCERN FOR THE EDUCATION OF HIS

NOW), AND HE ALSO HIRED A TUTOR. 


Early Railroad 


THE FIRST RAILWAY OF WHICH CLINTON BOASTED WAS 
ONE WITH WOODEN RAILS BUILT ABOUT 1837-38. THE 
CARS WERE WOODEN, AND DRAWN BY HORSES. AFTER A 
FEW YEARS THIS RAILWAY WAS DISCONTINUED UNTIL 
1857, WHEN THE STEEL RAILWAY WAS FINISHED TO 
CLINTON. THE CITIZENS HAD RESOLVED ON HAVING A 
CELEBRATION AND THE TOWN TURNED OUT. WE ARE TOLD 
THAT THE CHILDREN ATTENDING SCHOOL AT THE TIME ON 
"COMMON" WERE REFUSED PERMISSION BY THE TEACHER 
TO ATTEND THE EVENT. SO AT RECESS TIME, WHEN THE 
TEACHER WENT TO CALL THEM IN, HE FOUNDNOTA CHILD 
IN SIGHT. 


IN 1837, CLINTON WAS THE PROUD POSSESSOR OF A 
BAND, THAT SAME WINTER THE VILLAGE DECIDED TO HAVE 
A CELEBRATION, AND A HUGE SLEIGH WAS BUILT, FORTY 
FEET IN LENGTH, WITH A DRIVER'S SEAT NINE FEET HIGH. 
IT WAS CARPETED ON THE SIDES AND THE SEATS WERE 
COVERED WITH GREEN FLANNEL. IT WAS DRAWN BY TWENTY 
HORSES, THE FIRST FOUR SPANS BEING CONTROLLED BY 
POSTILLIONS IN RED UNIFORMS, 56 PEOPLE TOOK A TRIP 
TO YPSILANTI AND HAD A" HIGH OLD TIME", NOT REACH~ 
. ING HOME UNTIL THE NEXT MORNING. 


THE CLINTON WOOLEN MILL WAS ORGANIZED AND IN- 
CORPORATED IN 1866 WITH ABOUT ONE HUNDRED STOCK- 
HOLDERS, WHO WERE MOSTLY BUSINESSMEN AND FAR- 
MERS OF CLINTON AND VICINITY, THE ORIGINAL BUILD=- 
ING WAS A FOUR-STORY AND BASEMENT BRICK STRUCTURE, 
WITH THREE SETS OF CARDS AND OTHER MACHINERY. THE

LONG TERM FAITH THAT THE ORIGINAL STOCKHOLDERS 
PLACED IN THE LOCATION WAS NOT IN VAIN, FOR ENTIRE 

FAMILIES CONTINUED WORKING IN THE MILL. TO THE THIRD 

AND FOURTH GENERATIONS, DURING WORLD WAR II THE 

MILL RECEIVED THE NAvy "'E”" AWARD, WHEN THE AUTO- 

MOTIVE INDUSTRY CHANGED FROM WOOLEN UPHOLSTERY TO 
SYNTHETICS, THE MILL EXPERIMENTED WITH VARIOUS 

MATERIALS. COMPETITION, HOWEVER, WAS VERY KEEN, 

AND, ALTHOUGH THE MILL HAD THE VERY BEST AND LATEST 

EQUIPMENT, IT COULDNOT CONTINUE OPERATION, AS THE

THE CLINTON PRODUCTS COMPANY, OWNED BY FRED 
GEIGER, IS LOCATED AT THE SOUTHERN END OF CLINTON. 
THE GEIGER- KNIGHT CASTER WAS THE FIRST PRODUCT. 
THIS HAS BEEN FOLLOWED BY HAND=TRUCKS, CAR-TOP 
CARRIERS, AND RACKS , MECHANIC SEATS AND TOOL TRAYS , 
AND TRUCK STEPS. 


THE CLINTON ENGINES CORPORATION (FORMERLY CLIN- 
TON MACHINE COMPANY) STARTED IN THE OLD LIGHT 
PLANT IN 1946. IT EXPANDED IN 1948 AND BUILT A MAN~- 
UFACTURING PLANT ON TECUMSEH ROAD AND A GRAY IRON 
FOUNDRY AT THE SOUTH END OF DIVISION STREET. IN 
1951, THE ENTIRE PLANT MOVED TO MAQUOTA, IOWA, 
BUT RE-OPENED HEREIN 1952 WITH A CHAIN SAW DIVI-

School Bells Ring .. . 


IN 1858 A NEW BRICK SCHOOL WAS BUILT ON THE LOCA- 
TION OF THE PRESENT HIGH SCHOOL, BUILDING, WITH FOUR 
TEACHERS AND AN ATTENDANCE OF ABOUT 200 PUPILS. 
THE BRICKS WERE MADE AT THE BRICK MILL, WHICH WAS 
UP ON THE ''COMMON"., THE OLD SCHOOL BUILDING USED 
UP TO THIS TIME ON THE''COMMON" WAS SOLD TO FRED 
MARTINY, SR. HE MOVED IT TO A LOCATION ON RIVER 
STREET WHERE HE ESTABLISHED A COOPER SHOP, HE 
SOON HAD A THRIVING BUSINESS MAKING BARRELS FOR 
THE FLOUR MILL AND THE APPLE ORCHARDS, 


THE PRESENT HIGH SCHOOL WAS BUILT IN 1905, AND 
A GYMNASIUM, HOMEMAKING DEPARTMENT, AND SCIENCE 
ROOM WAS ADDED IN 1926. THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL AD- 
DITION INCLUDES A MODERN GYMNASIUM, FIVE GENERAL

Telephones Come 


THE FIRST TELEPHONE IN TOWN WAS INSTALLED IN THE 
HOUSE OF J. S. Kies IN 1887. IT HAD BEEN THE HABIT 
OF MEN TO GO TO THE RAILROAD STATION ON ELECTION | 
NIGHTS TO WAIT FOR RETURNS TO BE TELEGRAPHED IN, 


BUT SOON AFTER THIS A PUBLIC TELEPHONE WAS INST- 
ALLED UPTOWN SO THAT THE NEWS COULD BE HAD UP 
THERE. THEN A LITTLE LATER TELEPHONES WERE PUT 
IN MANY HOMES, 


AT THE BEGINNING OF THE PERIOD 1890-1900, THE 
BUSINESS PART OF MAIN STREET CONSISTED MOSTLY 
OF WOODEN BUILDINGS WITH A FEW BRICK BUILDINGS, 
THERE WERE BOARD SIDEWALKS AND IRON HITCHING RAILS

1913, THE DEMAND WAS SUCH THAT A 24-HOUR SERVICE 
WAS ESTABLISHED. THEN IN 1939, A NEW PLANT WAS

ERNMENT. IN Juty, 1959, NEW STREET LIGHTS WERE 
INSTALLED ON MICHIGAN AVENUE IN THE BUSINESS 
AREA. THE NEW LIGHTS INCREASED THE AMOUNT OF 


ILLUMINATION BY SIX TIMES. 
NO COMMUNITY IS COMPLETE WITHOUT A PLACE OF 


WORSHIP, THE FIRST RELIGIOUS SERVICES WERE HELD 
AT THE HOME OF ALPHEUS KIES,. HIS DAUGHTER RECAL~ 
LED YEARS LATER THAT EVERY AVAILABLE SEAT WAS OC- 
CUPIED AND SHE, BEING THE YOUNGEST, HAD TO SIT ON 
THE BOTTOM RUNG OF THE LADDER THAT LED TO THE LOFT. 
DURING THE SERVICES SHE WENT TO SLEEP, FELL FROM 
HER SEAT, AND BUMPED HER HEAD WHICH MADE HER CRY

CLINTON'S HISTORY HAS BEEN INFLUENCED BY FIRES. 
THE ORIGINAL WOOLEN MILL BUILDING WAS COMPLETELY 
DESTROYED BY FIRE IN 1886, BUT WAS IMMEDIATELY 
REBUILT ON THE SAME FOUNDATION, ABouT 1900, THE 
EDROSE HOTEL, COOLEY NOVELTY SHOP, ANDTHE FIRST 
Post OFFICE BURNED, THESE WERE LOCATED WHERE 


THE LANCASTER FORD GARAGE WAS LATER ERECTED AND 
EASTWARD TO THE OLD BANK BUILDING NOW OCCUPIED 
BY JEANNE*’S BEAUTY SALON. BECAUSE OF THIS FIRE, 
OTHER NEW STORE BUILDINGS WERE CONSTRUCTED OF 
BRICK. ONE SUCH GROUP OF BUILDINGS INCLUDED THE 
CORNER DRUG STORE AND THE BUILDING NOW OCCUPIED

STREET. IN APPROXIMATELY 1890 HoRACE BARTLETT 
WANTED TO CLEAN OUT HIS CHIMNEY AND SUCCEEDED IN 
BURNING THE HOUSE DOWN. HE BUILT A BRICK HOME ON 
THE SAME LOCATION AND IN THE SAME STYLE (NOW OC- 
CUPIED BY THE WILLIAM SHREVE FAMILY ON DIVISION 
STREET). IN 1951, CLINTON ENGINES (THE OLD VIL- 
LAGE LIGHT PLANT) BURNED AND CAUSED GREAT FRIGHT 
BECAUSE OF THE MAGNESIUM EXPLOSIONS, THIS WAS 
REPLACED WITH A FINE BRICK OFFICE BUILDING. THE 
EBLING CREAMERY ON BROWN STREET WAS DESTROYED 
BY FIRE IN THE LATE 1930'S. THE BAKERY, THEN LO- 
GATED ON THENORTH SIDE OF MAIN STREET, WAS BUR~

IN THE YEAR 1831, A METHODIST SOCIETY WAS FOR- 
MED IN CLINTON. AT THAT TIME CLINTON BELONGED TO 
THE TECUMSEH CIRCUIT, OHIO CONFERENCE, WITH TWO 
RESIDENT MINISTERS, TWENTY“SEVEN PREACHING AP- 
POINTMENTS EVERY FOUR WEEKS, AND FOUR HUNDRED 
MILES OF TRAVEL, LET IT BE SAID HERE, THAT NO OT- 
HER BUT SUCH AN ITINERANT SYSTEM AS THIS, USED BY 
THE METHODIST AND OTHER EARLY CHURCHES, COULD 
HAVE KEPT THE PEOPLE UNDER THE ELEVATING INFLUENCE 
OF THE GOSPEL OF JESUS CHRIST. CLINTON'S FIRST 
TWO ITINERANT MINISTERS WERE REV. E. H. PILCHER 
AND REv. EZEKIEL G, GAVIT, AND THE FIRST APPOINT- 
ED MINISTER WAS REV, JOSEPH BANGS, 

IN 1835, THE TRUSTEES BOUGHT FOR FIFTEEN DOLLARS =

THE STRUCTURE WAS COMPLETED AND DEDICATED IN 
1842. THE TOWER WAS ADDED LATER. 

AT FIRST, THE PULPIT WAS IN THE WEST END, AND 
THERE WAS A GALLERY ON THE OTHER THREE SIDES. WHEN 
THE PULPIT WAS PLACED IN THE EAST END, A BALCONY 
WAS BUILT IN THE WEST END, BUT THIS WAS REMOVED

IN THE LATE 1930's, THE RED CARPET WAS LAID, THE 
LARGE DRAPERY BEHIND THE PULPIT, AND THE CURTAINS 
IN FRONT OF THE CHOIR, WERE HUNG, THIS NOT ONLY 
ADDED VERY DEFINITELY TO THE BEAUTY OF THE SAN- 
CTUARY, BUT GREATLY IMPROVED THE ACOUSTICS, 

IN May, 1950, A BALDWIN ELECTRONIC ORGAN No, 5 
WAS PURCHASED AND INSTALLED TO REPLACE THE REED 
ORGAN HITHERTO IN USE. THIS ORGAN WAS MADE POS- 
SIBLE THROUGH GIFTS AND MEMORIALS, NOT PARTICU=- 
LARLY LARGE, BY INTERESTED PEOPLE, CHURCH MEM- 
BERS, AND OTHERS OUTSIDE OF THE CHURCH MEMBER- 
SHIP. 

IN 1953, THE ORIGINAL STAINED GLASS WINDOWS IN 
SANCTUARY WERE RELEADED AND REPAIRED, SINCE RE- 
PRODUCTIONS OF THE SMALL, MULTI~COLORED PANES 
WERE NO LONGER AVAILABLE, THE BROKEN ONES WERB! 
REPLACED BY REMOVING LIKE PANES FROM ONE OF THE 
ORIGINAL WINDOWS, THIS MADE POSSIBLE A COMPLETE 
RESTORATION OF ALL. THE WINDOWS IN THE SANCTUARY. 
THOSE IN THE NORTH WING WERE REPLACED BY MAT- 
CHING COLORED GLASS, BUT OF A MORE MODERN DE- 
SIGN. LATER, A NEW FLOOR WAS LAID IN THE SANC- 
TUARY, AND THE ENTIRE INSIDE OF THE CHURCH WAS 
REDECORATED, 

IN 1958, THE CHURCH PEOPLE BEGAN TO REALIZE THAT 
MORE ROOMS WERE NEEDED FOR-THE INCREASING SUN- 
DAY SCHOOL ENROLLMENT, PLEDGES WERE RECEIVED 
OVER A TWO YEAR PERIOD, AND AT THE END OF THAT 
TIME, OVER ANOTHER THREE YEAR PERIOD, FOR BUILD- 
ING AN EDUCATIONAL UNIT, THE PAYMENT OF THESE 
PLEDGES IS GRADUALLY INCREASING THE BUILDING FUND 
AND IT IS HOPED THAT THIS NEW UNIT WILL BE ADDED 
IN THE NOT TOO FAR DISTANT FUTURE, 

IN THE YEARS, FROM 1831, TO THE PRESENT TIME, 
1963, APPROXIMATELY FIFTY MINISTERS HAVE SERVED 
OUR METHODIST CHURCH HERE IN CLINTON, THE SIG- 
NIFICANT THING IS, THAT TODAY, THE CHURCH MEMBERS 
ARE STILL WORSHIPPING IN THE ORIGINAL BUILDING, 
WHICH IS THE OLDEST METHODIST GHURCH IN MICHIGAN 
WITH THE LONGEST RECORD OF CONTINUOUS USE,

Methodist 
Church 


FAMILIES BEGAN SETTLING AROUND THE VICINITY OF 
WHAT IS NOW KNOWN AS MACON (FORMERLY PENNING- 
TON’S CoRNERS) IN 1830. By AuTUM oF 1831, ENOUGH 
FAMILIES HAD COME TO FORM A SMALL CONGREGATION, 
SO ONE SUNDAY THEY GATHERED TOGETHER IN THE HOME 
OF PETER SONES. JOSEPH BANGS, A METHODIST LOCAL 
PREACHER, AND AT THE SAME TIME A FARMER AND 
BLACKSMITH LIVING NEAR TECUMSEH, CAME TO PREACH 
THE FIRST SERMON IN MACON, 

SERVICES WERE HELD IN THE VARIOUS HOMES AND IN 
THE SCHOOLHOUSE THROUGH THE YEARS. MICHIGAN WAS 
AT THIS TIME A TERRITORY AND THE TERRITORY WAS 
KNOWN IN METHODIST CIRCLES AS THE DETROIT DIS- 
TRICT OF THE OHIO CONFERENCE. 

JESSIE B, COLLER GAVE THE LAND FOR THE METHO- 
DIST CHURCH. ON CHRISTMAS DAY, 1868, A PAPER WAS 
DRAWN UP COVERING IN DETAIL THE SPECIFICATIONS OF 
ALL MATERIAL TO BE USED IN THE CHURCH WHICH WAS 
SOON TO BE BUILT, PROBABLY UNDER THE PASTORATE OF 
C. T. ALLEN, WHO WAS FOLLOWED BY SAMUAL BES-=- 
SEY ON THE CLINTON-MACON CIRCUIT. THIS CHURCH 
WAS BUILT JUST SOUTH OF THE MAIN FOUR CORNERS ON 
THE WEST SIDE OF THE ROAD, 

IN 1916, THE METHODIST CHURCH NEEDED TO BE EN- 
LARGED AND REMODELED. IT WAS RAISED AND A BASE- 
MENT PUT UNDER IT, AND A ROOM BUILT ON THE NORTH 
SIDE. THE CHURCH STEEPLE AND BELFRY WAS ALSO EN- 
LARGED,. THROUGH THE PASSING OF TIME, MACON HAS 
BEEN CONNECTED WITH RIDGEWAY AND CLINTON CHAR- 
GES. IN 1956, THE CHURCH CONGREGATION HAD GROWN 
LARGE ENOUGH TO BE A CHURCH BY ITSELF, SO AT THE 
CONFERENCE IN JUNE, A DREAM OF MANY WAS REALIZED 
BY HAVING THEIR FIRST FULL TIME MINISTER APPOINTED 
TO THEM. REVEREND DONALD BATES, HIS WIFE AND SON 
DAVID AND DAUGHTER CATHY CAME TO MACON IN JUNE, 
1956. THEY SERVED THE MACON METHODIST CHURCH 
FROM 1956 To 1958. IN JuNE, 1958, REV. WALTER 
DAMBERG, HIS WIFE MARION, THEIR DAUGHTER JANET 
AND SON JAMES, CAME TO SERVE THE CHURCH, 

WITHIN THE LAST FEW YEARS, AN OIL. FURNACE HAS 
BEEN INSTALLED, ALSO REST ROOMS, AND TILE HAS 
BEEN LAID IN THE DINING ROOM, ANNEX, REST ROOMS, 
AND HALLWAY FLOORS. A HOT WATER HEATER WAS IN@ 
STALLED IN 1958, ON NovEMBER 3, 1957, OPEN HOUSE 
WAS HELD AT THE PARSONAGE, WHICH HADBEEN PURCH= 
ASED DURING THE SUMMER, IT IS LOCATED THE SIXTH 


PLACE EAST OF THE MAIN FOUR CORNERS, ON THE NORTH 
IT 1S ACROSS THE ROAD FROM THE 


SIDE OF THE ROAD. 
OLD PENNINGTON HOMESTEAD,

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THE FIRST STORY FORTHE FIRST SEVENTY YEARS WAS 
WRITTEN BY JAMES B,. WELLS, SON OF ACHARTER MEM- 
BER OF THIS CHURCH. AN EXTENSION AND REVISION OF 
THE HISTORY WAS PUBLISHED IN 1923. IN FEBRUARY 
1958, A COMMITTEE WAS FORMED FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
BRINGING THE HISTORY UP TO DATE, EXCERPTS HAVE 
BEEN TAKEN FROM THE EARLIEST CHURCH AND SOCIETY 
RECORDS; ALSO, MUCH OF THE MATERIAL HAS BEEN FUR- 
NISHED BY THE SENIOR MEMBER OF OUR CONGREGATION 
AND COMMITTEE, MRS. EVA HAUSE WHO JOINED THE 
CHURCH BEFORE THE TURN OF THE CENTURY AND HAS 
BEEN THE TEACHER OF THE PHILATHEA CLASS FROM ITS 
BEGINNING, 

ONE HUNDRED TWENTY YEARS AGO ON THE 28TH DAY OF 
APRIL 1843, THE FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. CHURCH OF 
CLINTON WAS ORGANIZED BECAUSE OF A DISAGREEMENT 
OVER THE ADVANCED IDEAS OF THE PASTOR OF THE PRES- 
BYTERIAN CHURCH. THE FIRST PLACE OF WORSHIP WAS 
THE DISTRICT SCHOOL HOUSE IN CLINTON AT THE EAST 
END OF GHURCH STREET WHERE THE WATER TOWER NOW 
STANDS, 

IN THE WINTER OF 1843 AND 1844, THE MEN OF THE 
SOCIETY SAWED DOWN THE OAKS AND WHITEWOOD TREES 
TO WORK INTO THE DESIRED MATERIAL FOR THIS CHURCH. 
MUCH OF THIS WORK WAS DONE BY HAND, JIRA PAYNE 
GAVE THE LAND FOR THE SITE OF THE NEW CHURCH 
WHICH WAS TO BE ERECTED ON THE MAIN ROAD LEADING 
TO TECUMSEH, MICHIGAN, NEAR THE CHICAGO TRAIL. 
HE SAID IF THE LANDWAS EVERUSED FOR ANYTHING EX- 
CEPT A CHURCH SITE, IT WOULD BE TAKEN AWAY AND 
GIVEN BACK TO HIS CHILDREN AND GRANDCHILDREN OR 
TO WHOMEVER IT SHOULD BELONG, THE SOCIETY DE- 
CIDED TO RAISE $1800.00 wITH WHICH TO BUILD AN 
EDIFICE ABOUT 40 x 60 FEET IN SIZE. THE ARCHIT- 
ECTURE WAS TO BE COLONIAL STYLE LIKE MOST OF THE 
CHURCHES IN NEW ENGLAND, THE CHURCH WAS DEDICA- 
TED IN OCTOBER 1844. 


IN THE YEAR 1851, THE STATE MEETING OF CON- 
GREGATIONAL CHURCHES WAS HELD IN CLINTON, BE- 
GINNING AT 7:00 A.M., MAy 27, AND LASTING FOUR 
DAYS. THE RESULTS OF THIS MEETING WERE RESOLU- 
TIONS PRESENTED AGAINST CAPITAL PUNISHMENT AND 
SLAVERY. 

THE SUNDAY OR BIBLE SCHOOL. WAS NOT RECOGNIZED 
TO ANY EXTENT UNTIL 1870. ARTHUR B,. COTTON WAS 
THE FIRST SUNDAY SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. HE WAS 
A VIGOROUS AND SUCCESSFUL LEADER IN THIS WORK, AND 
A MERCHANT IN THE VILLAGE. HE WAS A DIRECT DES~ 
CENDENT OF JOHN COTTON WHO IS REMEMBERED AS 
"PATRIARCH OF MASSACHUSETTS THEOCRACY™,. JOHN 
COTTON AND THOMAS HOOKER CAME TO AMERICA IN 
1633 AND THEY WERE PARTICULARLY RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF CONGREGATIONALISM IN NEW 


ENGLAND. 
IN 1879, THE CHURCH OWNED A PARSONAGE AND LOT, 


PRESUMEDLY LOCATED AT 128 W. CHURCH ST. THE 
REV. MR. WILSON, PASTOR AT THIS TIME, MADE IT 
PLAIN THAT HE WANTED TO GET NEW WINDOWS FOR THE 
CHURCH AND TO BUILD A NEW PARSONAGE. THE FORMER 
PARSONAGE AND LOT WAS OFFERED FOR SALE AND SOLD 
TO BRADLEY SwiIFT FoR $800, AND THE NEW ONE WAS 
BUILT FoR $840. IT IS DIFFICULT TO BELIEVE, BUT IN 
SIXTY DAYS FROM THE TIME THE GROUND (FROZEN 18 
INCHES DEEP) WAS BROKEN, THE NEW PARSONAGE WEST 
OF THE CHURCHWAS COMPLETED. IN 17 DAYS NEW WIN- 
DOWS TOOK THE PLACE OF THE OLD ONES, 


THE CHANCEL WAS MADE OVER IN 1949, THE ORGAN 
CONSOLE WAS MOVED TO THE CENTER, BACK OF THE 
ALTAR. THE CROSS, SUSPENDED OVER THE ALTAR WAS 
DESIGNED BY NATHANIEL GOULD AND MADE BY THE 
GORHAM SILVERSMITHS OF NEW YorK FoR $500. THE 
PULPIT ON THE SOUTHSIDE OF THE CHANCEL IS MADE OF 
OAK AND WAS HAND CARVED BY HENRY STARRETT. 


THE REV. AND MRS, STAPLE AND FIVE CHILDREN, 
CAME TO US FROM THE E, AND R. CHURCH, THROUGH 
HIS EFFORTS, TWO GIRLS WERE SENT ON SOUTHERN 
TOURS AND WE HAD DISTINGUISHED LEADERS AND MIS- 
SIONARIES AS OUT GUESTS. WE OBSERVED THE 115 
ANNIVERSARY JUNE 8, 1958, 

CLARE KIMBALL SERVED AS OUR ORGANIST FOR MANY 


YEARS. ON A SUNDAY MORNING IN May 1949, HE was 
TAKEN FROM US WHILE PERFORMINGHIS SERVICE AT THE 
ORGAN, PILGRIM HYMNALS WERE DEDICATED MARCH 
1963 To REPLACE THE OLD ONES WHICH WERE GIVEN BY 
MR. KIMBALL IN 1945 AS A MEMORIAL TO HIS WIFE, 
LouIseE KIMBALL. 

THE STATELY PINE AND MIGHTY OAK TIMBERS HAVE 
PROVEN TOBE AFIRM FOUNDATION FOR OUR CHURCH. WE

OF THE PRESENT ST. DoMINIC’S CEMETERY, AND SER- 
VED THE CATHOLIC CONGREGATION UNTIL, THE PRESENT 
CHURCH WAS BUILT IN 1867, DURING THE PASTORATE OF 
FATHER VANLAUWE. THE PRESENT RECTORY WAS EREC-

St. JOSEPH SHRINE AND CHURCH YARD, IN THE FAMOUS 
IRISH HILLS DISTRICT OF SOUTHEASTERN MICHIGAN,

THE ST. JOHN'S LUTHERAN CHURCH INBRIDGEWATER, 
MICHIGAN, WAS FOUNDED BY REV. FREDERICK SCHMIDT 
OF Scio TOWNSHIP, WASHTENAW COUNTY. HE GATHER- 
ED THE LUTHERANS IN AND AROUND BRIDGEWATER TO 
FORM A CONGREGATION. THE FIRST CHURCH, A FRAME 
BUILDING, WAS DEDICATED BY REV. SCHMIDT, AS- 
SISTED BY HIS SON, PROFESSOR EMANUEL SCHMIDT, 
OF COLUMBUS, OHIO, ON JUNE 18, 1854.

NOW THE HOME OF MR, AND MRS, FRED SPEISS, IN 
1875, A NEW PARSONAGE WAS BUILT ON TWO ACRES OF 
LAND PURCHASED FROM JEAN SAUTTER FOR $700.00 at 
A COST OF $2,998.95.

THE LADIES SOCIETY PURCHASED A FOUR HUNDRED

A COMMITTEE WAS ELECTED IN 1882 To INVESTIGATE

A CONTRACT WAS GIVEN FOR $4000.00 To BUILD A NEW

MORE THAN HALF CENTURY AGO, IN THE GOOD OLD HORSE 
AND BUGGY DAYS, THE WOMEN OF CLINTON REALIZED 
THAT ONLY THROUGH THEIR COMBINED EFFORTS COULD 
THEY PROVIDE SUCH NECESSARIES AS GOOD BOOKS AND 
GOOD MUSIC IN ORDER TO FURTHER THE CULTURAL NEEDS 
OF THIS COMMUNITY. 

IN 1908 TWENTY-SIX OF THESE FORWARD-LOOKING WO- 
MEN, HEADED BY Mrs, JANE CLARK AND MRS, ALMA 
TATE, ORGANIZED THE CLINTON CULTURE CLUB. THE 
WORK OF THIS GROUP WAS SO OUTSTANDING THAT THE 
CLUB WAS ACCEPTED IN 1908 AS A MEMBER OF THE 
LENAWEE COUNTY FEDERATION OF WOMEN'S CLUBS AND 
IN 1909 BECAME AFFILIATED WITH THE STATE ORGANI- 
ZATION. 


THE NEED FORA CHAPEL IN THE CEMETERY AND FOR A 
TOWNSHIP LIBRARY WAS THE FIRST INTEREST OF THE 
CLUB MEMBERS, BUILT AT A COST OF $2,500 IN AD- 
DITION TO GENEROUS DONATIONS OF LABOR AND MATERIAL, 
THE LITTLE STONE CHAPEL, WHICH STILL STANDS, WAS 
DEDICATED IN 1913. 

THE LIBRARY HAD ITS HUMBLE BEGINNING IN A SMALL 
ROOM IN THE HOME OF Mrs, MARY GUIWITS ON WEST 
CHURCH STREET. A LIBRARY ASSOCIATION WAS FORMED 
IN May 1914, THE MEMBERSHIP FEE WAS 25 CENTS 
AND ONE GooD Book, IN 1915, THE CLUB AND CLINTON 
SCHOOL. LIBRARIES WERE COMBINED AND WERE MOVED 
TO ROOMS OVER TAG AND KAISER'S STORES (NOW 
ScHoTT'’S SHOE STORE). AFTER A PERIODOF SIX YEARS 


THE LIBRARY WITHITS 6,000 VOLUMES AND YEARLY CIR- 
CULATION OF OVER 11,000 BooKS HAD OUTGROWN THESE 
QUARTERS AND WAS MOVED TO WHAT IS NOW THE CLINTON 
THEATER. LATER THE CLINTON SCHOOL WITHDREW ITS 
SUPPORT, BUT THE ENERGETIC CLUBWOMEN BEHIND THIS 
PROJECT CARRIED ON ALONE. FINALLY IN 1937 THEIR 
APPEALS TO THE TOWNSHIP RECEIVED RECOGNITION SO 
THAT ALL BOOKS AND EQUIPMENT WERE DONATED TO THE 
TOWNSHIP AND WITH GREAT FANFARE WERE HOUSED IN 
Town HALL, WHERE THEY STILL SERVE THE RESIDENTS 
OF A LARGE COMMUNITY. 


THROUGH THE CLUB'S HISTORY OF FIFTY-FIVE YEARS 
THE MEMBERS NO SOONER FINISHED ONE PROJECT THAN 
THEY WERE OFF ON ANOTHER, THEY WERE RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THE TRAVELING LIBRARY FROM LANSING, THE PLAC- 
ING OF MARKERS AT HISTORIC SITES, AND THE PUBLISH= 
ING OF "PIONEER PAPERS OF CLINTON” .IN MARCH AFTER 
YEARS OF DELIBERATION, IT WAS AGREED TO CHANGE THE 
CLUB FROM CLINTON CULTURE CLUB TO CLINTON Wo- 
MAN'S CLUB. THE WAR YEARS WERE SPENT ON RED CROSS 
AND OTHER WORK. AT THE ENDOF THE WAR, $600 IN Ac- 
QUIRED WAR BONDS WERE USED TO PURCHASE NEW CUR~ 
TAINS FOR THE HIGH SCHOOL STAGE. 

WITH NO DEFINITE PROJECT AFTER WORLD WAR II, IN- 


TEREST SLACKENED, BUT THE OLD SPIRIT REVIVED WHEN 
HOPES FOR A COMMUNITY CENTER SEEMED POSSIBLE. 
THE MARGARET KIMBALL WILSON PIANO CONCERT IN 
1948 ToUCHED OFF THE FUND-RAISING PROJECTS AND A 
MEMORIAL. FUND WAS SET UP FOR LOUISE CLARK KIM=- 
BALL, MOTHER OF MARGARET WILSON AND DAUGHTER OF 
THE FIRST PRESIDENT, JANE CLARK. THE BAZAARS, 

CARDPARTIES, AND SEMI-ANNUAL TH- 
RIFT SHOPS THAT FOLLOWED MADE POS- 
SIBLE A TOTAL FUNDS oF $1,000, 

WHICH WAS USED TO HELP FURNISH THE 
SMITH-KIMBALL COMMUNITY CENTER. 

IN 1959, THE CLUB CONTRIBUTED $125 
TOWARD REDECORATING THE CENTER.
